Therefore, it is simple arithmetic that prices 
can be just m high, or higher, un d « * the n ew 
act m the d d . Price alon e, however, is a false 
gauge of farm prosperity. It is in come that is 
importan t. This is mad e up of price multiplied 
by volume.

A. Primarily the assuran ce of a con tin uin g 
an d abun d an t supply of food an d fib» at 
reas<mabte prices. Prod iKstion will be main ­ 
tain ed in better balan ce with d eman d through 
flexible suppcwts which move upward when ad - 
d itioud output te n eed ed an d d own ward when 
mil^Iiea become excMsive. This will d iscourage 
the accumulation d huge surpluses which are 
costin g taxpayers large sums to acquire an d 
atore. Tod ay Ckxn mod ity Cred it CorporaticHi 
has more than |6^ billion in vested in farm 
price support operation s. It costs $ 700,000 each 
d ay—on e quarter of a billion d ollars a year- 
just to d are the CCC In ven tory. In ad d iticm, 
this agen cy’s actual fin an cial losses in d ispos­ 
in g of surpluses are heavy. Flexible price sup­ 
ports will save tax d ollars.

Q.WiU flexible price avpports mean greater 
freed em far farawrs ta make their ewa maa- 
sgemen t d ecteteas? 
A. In the l(mg run , very d efin itely. For tlm 
immed iate future, however, the supplies ac­ 
cumulated un d er the old program make it 
n ecessary to con tin ue prod uction con trols on 
such crops M wheat an d cotton . It must be 
remembered , too, that flexible prke supports 
d o n ot beccmie pffecttve inAil n ext year’s crqps 
are harvested . By en couragin g farmei^ to pro­ 
d uce for the market, rather than for storage 
in govern men t warehouses, we can brin g d own 
to sist some of the price-d epressin g surpluses 
whteh were built up through war-time {» ice 
supports con lin iied lon g after the emergen cy 
had en d ed .

Q. How d ees the small farmer fit In to the 
ptetare? 
A. He received scarcely an y help from the 
old {» rogram. In man y in stan ces the small 
farmer ¡>aid out more in taxes for support of 
the program than he received in ben efits. 
Un d er the n ew act he wiU d iare in the gen eral 
expan aioo of our agricultural econ omy as well 
as receive about the tame level of price sup- 
ix>rt. The Presid eBt an d I are vitally in ter­ 
ested in the welfare of small farmers. The De­ 
partmen t of Agricultiire alread y has a stud y 
un d er way to see what can be d on e to make 
a better Ufe for this group.
